The game was followed by a sock dance well attended 


by players and spectators with Scona as guests. 


“Music-wise” Westglen stood out very favorably 
with a concert, “The Night Shall Be Filled With 
Music’; the orchestra was conducted by Mr. Newlove 
and the Glee Club by Miss Parker (Mrs. Harker). 
In addition, Miss Parker’s Glee Club participated in 
a nation wide Christmas broadcast. In sports Westglen 
shone, (feminine-wise that is). The Senior girls 
captured the City Volleyball Championship while the 
Juniors finished in second place. The Senior Girls’ 
Basketball Team held the league’s top spot all year 


but were eliminated in the finals. 


We now learned that this, ourfirst;was tobe our 
last year in Westglen, fornextjyearwe would be moving 
to a new composite high school, Ross Sheppard, to 


spend the final two years of our high school life. 
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That fall, September, 1957 we returned as mighty 
Sophomores, not quite the supreme authority, but 
still very, very sophisticated. This year we would not 
be the frosh and we could do the hazing and maybe 
even make the Freshmen do worse things than we 
had had to do the previous year.

Ross Sheppard also showed its colors curling wise, 
when John Trout’s rink, including Bill Wilson, Bruce 
Walker and Doug Grant won the Irving Kline Curling 
Trophy during the Christmas holidays. The same 
team, except for John Trout, who was replaced by 
Bob Bradburn, went on to win the Northern Alberta 
Zone Finals in the Taylor and Pearson High School 


Bonspiel. 


In the extra-curricular field two new clubs were 
established at Ross Sheppard during the year 1957-58, 
the Booster Club and the Political Science Club. The 
Political Science Club held a very successful Model 
Parliament late in the spring. The other established 


clubs provided activity for the students. 


Last September, we returned as the “Supreme 


Authority” on everything. At last we were Seniors, 
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no more to be pushed. Al Olson was elected president 
of the Students’ Union. Once again, Frosh Day proved 
to be a party for the grade elevens and twelves with 


the grade tens as always faring miserably. Late in 


the fall, Ross Sheppard held a very successful “lit 


featuring talent from every corner of the school. 
Christmas rolled around extremely fast bringing with 
it the inevitable exams and the annual Christmas 
dance. The dance was very successful, as was the 
Valentine’s dance, “Cupid Capers”. This year for the 
first time in two years the Ross Sheppard Drama 
Society featured a play “On Borrowed Time”, which 
proved to be a financial success despite the very 
large production costs. The play was very capably 


directed by Miss Mersereau. 


In the sporting field, the Ross Sheppard rink 
skipped by John Trout and including Bruce Walker, 
Dave Woods and Alan Sharp captured the Canadian 
High School Curling Championship. The Senior and 
Junior Boys’ Basketball Teams also did very well, 


both winning City Championships. 


When we entered Westglen there was a total of 
sixteen rooms at our disposal. Today, only three years 
later, we are in a school which boasts thirty-six rooms 
and is still in the process of expansion. This year Ross 
Sheppard has sixteen grade ten rooms, the total num- 
ber of our whole high school only three years ago, 


when we entered as Frosh. 


There are scores and hundreds of events not 
mentioned here in which we participated and bore 
witness to during our three years in high school. 
Some were very sad, yet many very gay and mean- 
ingful, most of them, events which we shall never

“ON BORROWED TIME” 


This February, under the direction of Miss Grace 
Mersereau, the Ross Sheppard Drama_ Society staged 
the very successful play, “On Borrowed Time”. 


Miss Mersereau was born in Alberta, on a ranch 
near Vermilion. Since then she has studied at the 
University of Alberta, the University of British 
Columbia, the University of Seattle and at the Banff 
School of Fine Arts, As a result, she holds two degrees: 
a Bachelor of Education and a Master of Education, 
majoring in drama. 


At Westglen, she directed six yearplays, among 
them “Arsenic and Old Lace”, “The Man Who Came 
to Dinner”, “The Novel Princess” and “Washington 
Slept Here”. 

The headaches for this yearplay began with the 
choosing of it, since only a small per cent of modern 
plays are adaptable to high school audiences. The final 
choice, “On Borrowed Time”, was the 1935 Pulitzer 
Prize Winner, written by Paul Osborn. Even this fine 
play required some adaptation, as originally Pud was a 
little boy. 


The story concerns Pud, a precocious child, who 
adores and emulates her slightly eccentric grandfather, 
Julian Northrup. When her parents are killed in a car 
accident, she is left in the care of her grandparents; 
but her Aunt Demetria, partly because Pud has been 
left a substantial sum of money and partly because 
she’ believes the old man’s influence on the child to be 
bad for her, attempts to adopt her. To avoid this, 
Gramps is determined to hold on to life a little longer, 
and manages to trap Mr, Brink—Death personified— 
in the old apple tree in the back yard. However, only 
Pud and he are able to see Mr. Brink, so Aunt Demetria, 
thinking he is insane, attempts to have him committed 
to an asylum. She is aided in this by Dr. Evans, who 
realizes the disastrous effects on the world of no one 
dying, and thinks the commitment papers may persuade 
Gramps to let Mr. Brink out of the tree. Pud decides

“AUNT DEMETRIA” “MR. BRINK” 


that her Gramps is leaving because he no longer loves 
her, so she plans to run away. However, she falls and 
breaks her back. To save her from great suffering and 
from a life as an invalid, Gramps tells Mr. Brink to 
come down from the tree to take them both. 


Neil Henry was in charge of the set, with Bob 
Allsopp, ‘Paris Hill, Leo, Moss, Derek McCune and Stan 
Bevington. ‘The tree and the house presented two 
particular difficulties in building the set. The house had 
to be constructed from two-by-fours, which made _ it 
a strong, weighty structure. Mr. W. Dobrolidge helped 
solve the problem of constructing a tree large enough 
and strong cnough to withstand the rigors of constant 
climbing. The allusion of reality which the set gave 
was created only through his help and advice. 


The sound and lighting effects were handled by 
Bob Allsopp and his assistants, Hans Krussman and 
Martin Dobie. With the kind direction and training of 
a last year’s “grad”, Bill Meloff, a most capable job 
was done. Costumes were arranged and cared for by 
Delores. Moreau and Elaini Gardiner. Reevan Dolgoy 
directed a make-up crew of eleven members through 
the, intricate business of changing faces. Mrs. Kay 
Edwardh assisted them in their work. 


Mr. Peter Smart acted as business manager, while 
Neil Henry headed the Publicity Committee with Stan 
Bevington in charge of nosters. A fine sale of tickets 
was achieved through the co-operation of many students.

A major academic award consisting of a crest and a certificate is given to students who obtain an average of 80 per 
cent and higher. Those who have an average between 75 and 80 per cent ‘are awarded a certificate. The averages are determined 
from academic subjects only, the final percentage consisting of one-third of the student’s Christmas mark and two-thirds of his 
Easter mark.

Outstanding Athletes are presented major and minor athletic awards on the recommendation of the Athletic Board.
